It is a 
case of persons treating with contempt 
an order of a court. ' 

“JI don’t care to be quoted on what 
I shall do in the matter, but when the 
proper time comes I shall take the 
proper action as if the governor hadn't 
issued any pardons. 

“The governer might have a kindly 
feeling toward any one threatened with 
jail because of an act of contempt of 
court, but he’ cannot legally exercise 
his pardoning power in such @ case. 

“If such a power as that were given 
the governor our courts would soon be 
destroyed.” 

Shear Chadsey of Powers. 

Attorney Bither and his associates 
were charged with contempt because 
they attempted to nullify the effect of 
a decision by Judge Scanlan reinstating 
Charles B. Chadsey as superintendent 
of schools. Instead of permitting that 
order to take effect, the nine members 
of the board, supposedly guided by 
Bither, “trimmed up” Dr. Chadsey, 
taking all his powers and duties away 
from him and leaving him only his 
title. 

For this Judge Scanlan sentenced 
Bither, as the ringleader, to five days 
in jail and ordered him to pay a $300 
fine. Three women mem of the 
board were fined. They were Mrs. F.

Springfield, Iil., Feb. 7.—[Special.]— 
Compromise between Chicago and the 
downstate was effected tonight in the 
Iilinois constitutional convention on 
the legislative article restricting Cat, 
cago representation. The vote was 76 
to 6 upon the adoption of the proposal 
to give Cook county a representation 
according to population in the lower 
house, but restricts Cook county’s force 
in the senate to one-third the total 
membership of that body. 

The compromise proved acceptable 

to all but the half dozen bitter enders 
from downstate who fought to the last 
for double barreled restriction of Cook 
county. 
These six were offset by eight Cook 
county delegates, who, after a solid 
day of caucusing, finally agreed to go 
along with the compromise as the only 
possible channel of permitting the con- 
vention,to proceed with its work. 


Terms of the Agreement. 


The successful program, offered 
the convention by Delegate "Gale 
Knox county, in substance is this: 

Increase of the number of state sen- 
ators from the present number of fifty- 
one to fifty-seven, of which Cook 
county shall have nineteen, or just 
one-third. 
| Membership of the house of repre 
sentatives to consist of 153. members, 
One to be elected from each district, 
and the districts to be created by the 
legislature every twelve years, upon 
the basis of the véte cast for president 
at the preceding general election. This 
arrangement gives an automatic in- 
crease of Cook county’s house mem: 
bership from 57 to 69, but is so framed 
as to make it a substantial impossi- 
bility for Cook county to secure a ma- 
jority in the lower house for severa: 
generations to come. This plan differs 
from the present law in that now there 
are only senatorial districts with a sen- 
ator and three, representatives from 
each. The “ minority representation ” 
plan is abandoned, — 

' he eight Cook county men who 
gave in at the last and made possible 
the compromise were Rosenberg, 
O’Brien, Kaudl, Michels, Pincus, Frole, 
Tebbens, and Adamkiewicz. _ 

Text of Compromise, 

‘The compromise as formally adopted 
by the constitution follows: 

“Section 7. The general assembly, 
whenever the state shall be appor- 
tioned into senatorial districts, shall 
apportion the state into 153 represent- 
ative districts, each of which shall 
elect one representative, whose term 
of office shall be two years, and the 
basis of representative apportionment 
shall be the number gf voters who 
voted for governor at the last regular 
election at which @ governor was 
elected previous to the apportionment. 

“Representative districts shall be 
formed of contiguous and compact ter- 
ritory bounded by county lines, and 
contain as nearly as practicable an 
equal] number of voters, but no district 
shal] contain less than four-fifths of 
the representative ratio. ep 

Ruling as to Counties. 

“Counties containing not less than 
the ratio and three-fourths shall be di- 
vided into separate districts and shall 
be entitled to two representatives and 
to one additional representative for 
each number of such voters equal to 
the ratio contained by said counties 
in excess of twice the number of said 
ratio.” 

The Anti-Saloon league fought to the 
last for its original plan of county 
representation. Superintendent F. 
Scott McBride issued a denunciation 
of the Chicago Presbytery, the Chicago 
newspapers generally and others who 
didn’t go along with restriction. 

Seven delegates from Cook county 
recognized as “drys” had placed in 
the record of the convention a sigritd 
protest branding Mr. McBride’s pub- 
lished statements concerning the con- 
vention as unture. 

The convention adjourned until 10 
a.m. tomorrow to take up the revenue 
article.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 7.—[By the 
Associated Press.]—A saving of about 
$200,000,000. for the United States on 
the present building program of the 
navy will result from agreements 
reached at the limitation of arms con- 
ference, the federal reserve board de- 
clared tonight. High naval officials, 
however, claimed the board’s estimates 
were too high, as the scrapping of 
ships now under construction would 
involve the payment of claims to the 
builders which might offset a consid- 
erable portion of the savings result- 
ing from halting the building program.

There appears to be several reasons 
“why poultrymen not freely accept 
the method of selling eggs the 
pound. It is a more complicated sys- 
tem, and they say there is less danger 
of mistake when eggs are counted than 
if they had to be weighed. 

In a letter to the Farm and Garden 
department, giving his opinion, H. 8. 
Jackson of Port Byron, Ill., whose 
views are typical of others, writes: “I 
think the producer and consumer has 
a good chance of being defrauded by 
short weight by the dealer. A dozen 
eggs are easily counted.” 

He says that the quality of eggs de- 
pends on several factors and it would 
be unfair to the producer if they were 
sold by weight. “I ship eggs by par- 
cel post and express, and grade out 
the small sized eggs and the misshaped 
ones,” he adds. “Every egg is tested 
and all are strictly fresh. The quality 
of eggs is governed @ good deal by the 
food fed the poultry and the sanitary 
conditions under which they are kept. 
Fresh eggs weigh more than old eggs 
because moisture evaporates as they 
grow older.”

BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Potato Dumplings or Fritters. 


The ns make a number of 
sorts of ce cooked dumplings. Any 
starchy material like flour is not easy 
on the digestion when it once 
cooked for only fifteen minutes or 
twenty at boiling water temperature. 

Take*the recipe below for potato 
dumplin and try cooking balls of 
it in boiling water, in a closely cov- 
ered kettle, and then try frying the 
same in deep fat, or in shallow, in the 
shape of cakes. The former will be 
hard to manipulate and even with the 
most perfect success the dumpling 
suggests “ boiled omelet,” and is rather 
insipid of flavor. 

Cook one pound of notkte, mash, and 
season with salt, pepper, a bit of nut- 
meg, and a little cream, and stir in two 
well beaten eggs and about one cup 
of flour sifted with one teaspoon of 
baking powder: Mix thoroughly, cool, 
and shape, or simply dip up in table- 
spoons for frying. It may be rather a 
soft batter for frying, but must be 
stiffer for boiling, and made up com- 
pactly, or it will go to pieces in the 
water. If successfully cooked in wa- 
ter, it may be put into a white sauce, 
plain or seasoned with cheese, and
